Venereal Disease Control 

Inspection trips to the various prefeCttres reveal that contact tracing is “not 
being carried out in many places.Ifthe venereal disease control program is to ba 
effective, the contacts of infectad patients must be investigated. Although the ~~ 
usv@l excuses of lack of public health nurses, transportetion or money are offered , 
the Ee ene minimum procedures can be followed in every health center: 


ae oe The examination of the es ae pertner if the patient is married ; 
3, The examination of the sex pene? if .other than a prostitute; 


3. The examination of children born to syphilitic mothers; 


Le “The examination of ell other members of the family in the case of 
Smonte vaginitis or congenital syphilis,

4 Priority should be givan to tracing the contacts of patients who héve primary 
and secondary syphilis since it is these contacts who are likely to have Bideee sas 
in an infectious stage. 


Although home visits by the public health nurse for the purposa of investiga- 
ting contacts should form the backbone of contact tracing, oftentimes in cases © 
Where the contact is not a prostitute, the patient may be persuaded to cdoperatea 
in this procedure By asking the contact to visit the health Center venereal are 
elinie or a private physician for an examination, 

- In all cases care and time must be taken to make Sure that the patient under- 
stands that the purpose of contact, tracing is fot to reprimand or punish anyone oho 
any way, but rather to locate other infected’ persons to protact them against further 
ravages of the disease and to prevent them from spreading the disease to others. 


“In health centers which are staffed by an adequate number of public health 
nurses, contact tracing should not be limited to contacts of clinic patients but 
should include contacts who are reported by other clinics, hospitelIs and private 
physicians in accordance with provision of the Venereaél Disease Prevention Law 
(Reference Weekly Bulletin No. 95, 1948) .

Heed Lice in Chiléren 


Numerous reports from various Sources indicate that a rather high percentage 
of school children, particularly the girls, are infested with head lice. This 
ranges from 6 percent to 4s high &s 30% in some instances. It i8 well to remember 
thet; (1) head lice are as importent in the spread of typhus feVer as a¥e ‘body 
Tice, (2) “if the child is infested, the child's family is infested in the ma jority 
of instances (3) if the louse Hopulation is permitted to build up, danger of aos 
sudden Outpretk of typhus may be anticipated.
